There is infinitely more suffering. 
This is the w inter season here. The 


weather has been bad and 100,000 people are homeless, living in the hjlLs 
and im the mountains. The shocks continue, although with diminishing 
force. 
Eighty-two shocks occurred on the first day and night, and there 


have- be*n 300 tremors since. It is not believed there will be any famine 
Hundreds of tons of lood products and flour wt-ro stored in 
the 
ware- 


houses and in vessels in the harbor. 
The government has ordered war- 


ships hurried here from other ports to bring relief supplies. 


The city is now under martial law and the authorities 
have ""sup- 


pressed the disorders but little has been done toward bringing order out 
of chaos. 
No organized effort has been made to identify the dead and in 


many instances the corpses have, not been removed from the ruins. The 
great fires are gradually dying out, but because tlit-re is nothing more to 
burn. In large sections of the city the ruin is complete. Reports from out- 
iide roxvns today are incomplete, but they show frightful loss everywhere. 
Probably 1,000 lives were lost outside of Valparaiso and San Tiago anil 
$10,000.000 is given as an estimate of the financial damage done through 
out the country.

Santiago de Chile, Aug. 20 — Al- 


though reports of the 
earthquake 


damage are still conflicting and con- 
fusing, enough is known to assert 
that first accounts were somewhat 
exaggerated. 


There 
have been several return 


shocks of slight intensity. 
These 


shocks served to continue the state of 
public alarm and a state of panic still 
prevails. The 
astronomical observ- 


atory, however, issued a statement to 
the effect that it does not appear to 
be possible that there will be a repe- 
tition of severe shocks. 


It is known at least eight lives were 


lost in 
Santiago 
by earthquake 


but" it Is believed many persons were 
killed by the falling buildings and 
that their bodies will be found later. 
Several persons became so panic- 
stricken during the tremblings of the 
earth that they threw 
themselves 


from balconies of their homes and 
were killed. The fires which followed 
the earthquake 
in this city were 


promptly extinguished, but while they 
lasted they added greatly to the ter- 
ror of the people. 


Scenes at hospitals and prisons dur- 


ing the excitement were distressing 
In the extreme. Prisoners tried to 
escape from jails in the hope that 
they might reach a place of safety, 
and prison guards were obliged to fire 
Into the air in order to intimidate and 
quiet the panic-stricken charges. 


In the city of Santiago much dam 


age was done. Many public buildings, 
particularly churches, were disman- 
tled. The buildings of congress, mu 
nicipal 
buildings, normal 
school, 


courts, 
Peruvian legation, residence 


ot President Riesco. central market, 
prefecture of police, and the national 
telegraph office were seriously dam- 
aged. 
Lines of the electric railway 


system and electric light wi-es were 
short-circuited, interrupting streetcar

At Concepcion the 
shock was severe and a number of 
persons were killed or injured. The 
towns of Rengo, San Fernando, 'Quil- 
lotta and San Antonio and many vil- 
lages are in ruins. All railway ser- 
vice in the central zone is either in- 
terrupted entirely or greatly delayed 
and commerce is practically at a 
standstill.

HAVE a problem to solve. I write 
an article about it for the reusou 
that there are others troubled with 
it, and 1 believe that a number of 


people might solve it together where 
each would fail by himself. 


In carrying out my purpose I am 


obliged to discuss what the world 
•would call my "private affairs." So I 
explain at the outset that 1 am a so- 
cialist and consider that the private 
affairs of most individuals constitute 
the most important public affair now 
existing. I discuss my own because 
they are typical and because they hap- 
pen to be the ones with which I am 
most familiar. 


The problem is the one commonly 


known as the "servant problem." 1 iu- 
vite you to consider the situation of a 
man who is possessed of a small fam- 
ily and u small income and wishes to 
be free to turn his attention to intel- 
lectual pursuits. 
v 


Ideal Place to Rear a Child. 


For the past two years we have lived 


upon a farm, and a farm is the ideal 
place to bring up a child, you have 
read in the books. At the outset a hun- 
ger for companionship seized our Da- 
vid, and he found his way to a neigh- 
bor's and played with a little girl who 
stuttered. After a week or two we 
found that he was stuttering, too, and 
stopped the visits, but too late, and 
now, for all I know, he may continue 
to say every word three times over as 
long as he lives. And when he was not 
learning to stutter he was up in the 
pear orchard stuffing himself or behind 
tlie house swimming the baby ducks 
and his shoes' In the washtub or out in 
the kitchen mixing himself a pudding 
. of . pepper cruets, candlesticks and 
milk. So it was found necessary to get 
•some one to take care of him, so little 
by little the problem has arisen, for 
jOn must understand that it is not 
merely a question of finding a govern- 
ess or kindergarten expert; it is a 
question of setting up and keeping un- 
der way a home for him, and it is a 
question of an establishment of serv- 
ants. 


The mistake was in the beginning— 


you say—if you object to servants you 
ought never to have married. But is a 
man to be denied the privilege of par- 
enthood just because he happens to 
possess an intellect? And is it for the 
best interests of the race that its-fu- 
ture generations should be furnished 
exclusively by the ignorant and cal- 
lous? And if authors, artists, scientists 
and philosophers are to reproduce their 
kind what is to be done? Shall they 
have to marry their housekeepers? I 
have made many sacrifices for uiy art, 
but I confess that that one would have 
staggered me. 


Of course we can do it if we must. 


We can stick to the farm and raise all 
our own. food and keep our health and 
do it all at moderate expense, but how 
pitiful it is! We cannot travel; we can 
never hear any music or attend the 
theater; w«* can have only books and 
our own thoughts -winter and summer, 
year in and year out We cannot send 
our child to a kindergarten, to school; 
he can never be -with other children. 
Can a mere writer of original books 
afford a house in the city or city prices 
for impure food? And of course we 
cannot keep a -wide awake boy in a 
boarding house or apartment. No, we 
must have our own home and in the 
country, so our thoughts come back 
from every flight Let us make one des- 
perate effort to try to get goo;! serv- 
ants and then pay them anything and 
keep them, and then when we sot the 
machine running let us get a little 
house near by and keep it for our own 
and allow no one there and go and live

It takes a hundred churns and a huu- 
dred ariiiug backs to make a thousand 
pounds of butter; It would'take only 
one machine and a man to lend it to 
make the same thousand pouuds, and 
the cost of making it would be cut 95 
per cent. Hut, of course, you cannot 
have large buttenuukmg except it is 
done lor profit, and that means adul- 
teration and poisoning, it takes a hun- 
dred ignorant nursemaids to take care 
of the children of a hundred families 
and develop every kind of ugliness 
and badness iu them. It would take 
only twenty or thirty trained nurses 
and kindergarten teachers to take f-are 
of them co-operatively and bring tbeua 
up according to the teachings of sci- 
ence. 


One could show this same thing iu a 


thousand different forms if it were 
necessary, but it lias all been reasoned 
out in Charlotte Perkins Oilman's 
book, "The Home," and any one to 
whom the idea is new may read it 
there. The purpose of this paper is uot 
to persuade any one, but to move to 
action those already persuaded. 
To 


such I offer my co-operation.' 


Near to New York. 


The following embodies my own con- 


ception of what such a "home colony" 
should be. It would be located within 
an hour of New York and would have 
100 families and 300 or 400 acres of 
land, healthfully located,' near some 
body of water and as unspoiled by- the 
hand of man as possible. It should 
have an abundant water supply and 
a filtering plant, an electric light and 
power plant and a large garden aud 
farm, raising its own stock, meat, poul- 
try, fruit and vegetables and canning 
the last for winter use. It should be 
administered by a board of directors 
democratically elected. For the man- 
agement of Its various departments 
salaried experts should be employed, 
machinery should be installed wher- 
ever it could be made to pay, and the 
best modern methods should be ap- 
plied iu every industry. 
All its pur- 


chases should be in bulk and tested for 
quality, and so far' as the preparation 
and serving of food is concerned tbe 
processes should be kept as aseptic as 
a surgical operation. 


Tbe buildings of this home colony 


should be of frame at tbe outset, of 
simple and expressive design, each 
structure exactly adapted to its spe- 
cific purpose. The buildings should be 
conveniently grouped—those for 
the 


children in one place, those for cook- 
Ing and eating in another, those for 
reading, for music aud social inter- 
course, for recreation and exercise in 
still other places. Tbe greater part of 
the land would of course be given up 
to farm and woodland and to tbe in- 
dividual dwellings of the families. Tbe 
ground available for this latter purpose 
should be divided into lots, priced ac- 
cording to size and location :ind leased 
to stockholders for long terms. Each 
would erect his own home, according 
to bis own taste—a home of course of a 
kind hitherto unknown, with no pro- 
vision for the cooking of food or the 
traiuing of children or other trades 
and professions. It would be a place 
where the family met, to rest and play 
and sleep. It might be large or small, 
anything that the owner chose to make 
it. My own would be a four or five 
room cottage of rustic design, and it 
would cost from .$t>iNi to $SOO. Besides 
these there should be apartment build- 
ings owned by the colony aud dormi- 
tories with rooms for single men and 
women. 


As to the public buildings, there 


should be a lame aud beautiful diniug 
hall aud a modern, scientifically con- 
structed kitcheu. There should be sep- 
arate tables for each family or for con- 
genial groups of people. The service 
should be unexceptionable, the food 
simple, but perfect in quality aud 
preparation. 
There should be a vege- 


tarian service for those who prefer this 
cheaper mode of life, and tbe cbarge 
for board should l>e based upon the 
cost of the service.

in:: the land, horses and machinery, 
building*;, equipment and capital, the

Every member of the community 1 


propose would have his own home, 
to which he would invite his personal 
friends as he chose, aud the other inem 
burs of the community be would meet 
in the same way that he meets ac- 
quaintances in business and politics, 
iu theaters, restaurants and clubs. In 
a colony of a hundred families thero 
ought to be persons of every kind of 
inclination, and it would not be iu the 
least necessary for any one to associ- 
ate with those who are not congenial. 
This spirit, if wisely and earnestly cul- 
tivated, would solve the "servant prob- 
lem" for the colony and solve tha 
health problem for its members as well. 


In this couirtnmity every member 


would be credited for the time ho 
worked, and it ought to become the 
custom for the men to help with the 
harvests and the women with the pre- 
serving of fruit and the children \vi1h 
the berry picking and the weeding of 
the gardens. 
I have no doubt that 


there are thousands of young men and 
worneu in New York city, students of 
art and music and tbe professions, 
who would be glad of a chance to earn 
"their way in a community where class 
feeling did not make labor degrading. 
I appreciate tbe difficulties in the way 
of such a project, the chances at pres-1 
ent against a coal heaver being a so- 
cially possible person, and I am not 
insisting that tbe day laborers should 
share in the privileges of the commu- 
nity. But 1 do think that this should ! 
certainly be th'e case with those whom 
we select to care for and teach our chil- I 
dren and also, if possible, with those ' 
whom we permit to prepare and serve ' 
our food. If I am uot willing to shake 
< 


a man's hand or sit next to him in a j 
reading room I do not see why I should ' 
be willing to eat what be has cooked, 
j 


Building For Social Purposes. 


There would be a laundry in the colo- 


ny, a boat, livery, and bath houses, a 
drug store, a general store, a refresh- | 
ment room. There would, of course, I 
be a complete telephone service, elec- 
tric lights aud hot water or electric 
heating 
throughout 
the 
buildings. 


There would be a resident physician, 
and perhaps before long teachers of 
music and languages might find it 
worth while to join the colony. There 
would, of course, be a building for so- 
cial purposes, with large piazzas for 
summer and sun parlors for winter. 
There would be a hall for lectures, 
concerts, 
theatricals 
and 
dancing. 


There would be a reading room and a 
circulating library of periodicals- and 
recent books. !t is your custom to 
spend, say, $50 or $100 a year for these, 
and you could achieve your purpose 
co-operatively for a liftb of the ex- 
pense. There would be a gymnasium 
and a swimming pool and. of course, 
tennis and croquet aud baseball | 
grounds. 
There would be stages to j 


meet all trains and closed conveyances 
to convey people to and from the din- 
iug hall iu bad weather. There would 
be a livery stable, at which j-ou could 
hire or keep a rig for about oue-fourll. 
what it would cost you elsewhere. 


1 think that such a community should 


be planned for tbe accommodation of a 
certain number of members and the 
necessary working force and should be ' 
limited to these. Not all of the mem- 
bers need be stockholders, of course 
Others mieht lie admitted to tbe bene 
fits of the association, but in that case 
the stock should pay dividends, and iu 
any case the management of tbe cor- 
poration would have to be vested ex | 
olnsively in the stockholders. For tbe • 
administration of the various indus 
tries there would have to be^a superiu 
tendpnt, a man of first class executive | 
ability, responsible to the board of di i 
rectors, aud there would be a corps of :

Hope* to Aid Science »»y Collecting

To be suddenly taken from the bright 


lights of New York to ail island which 
is said to be uninhabited and to re- 
main there for thivt- months will be 
the fate of Alfred .1. Klein, a young 
man in the taxidermy department of 
the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, says the New York Press. But 
despite his fate he looked pleased with 
the idea the other day when he said 
the temporary exile was for the sake 
of science, as he is going to collect 
skins of sea elephants, a kind of seal 
larger than a walrus, which are said to 
exist in the seas about Kerguelen is- 
land, on the border of the Indian aud 
Antarctic oceans. Klein will also shoot 
birds for the museum's collection and 
make a thorough investigation of every 
species of living thing there, not ex- 
cepting mosquitoes and flies. 


He will leave New York in the early 


part of September and sail from Bos- 
ton on a whaler. The voyage to the is- 
land will take about six mouths. Klein 
will take with him the latest camping 
outfit and canned food, but he expects 
to live chiefly upon what he can shoot 
oa the island. The captain of the 
whaler has made a contract with tbe 
museum authorities to take Klein to 
the island and give him occasional 
help on condition that the whaler can 
have all the oil from the sea lions 
which Klein shoots, while he is to take 
only the skins. 


Dr. F. A. Lucas, who is connected 


with the Natural History museum, is 
responsible for sending the young man 
out" on the expedition, as he thinks 
that several important discoveries can 
be made on that small place, which is 
thousands of miles away from any 
populated part of the globe. Mosqui- 
toes are said to exist there, but not 
the kind found" in this part of the 
world, as they are not equipped with 
wings. There are also on the island 
peculiar species of tortoise and birds 
which have never yet been seen in the 
museums. 
Although the island has 


been formally annexed by the French, 
it has never been explored, and it is 
only through the tales of passing fish- 
ermen who have been on the island 
for a few days that scientists in New 
York have decided that the little spot 
of earth in the immense ocean Is worth 
exploring. 


Apart from the animal wealth of 


Kerguelen island there are plants of 
different varieties which have never 
been taken to the civilized part of the 
world. Klein will collect specimens of 
every form of animal and plant. He 
will prepare the skins of the animals 
and birds, and the plants and flowers 
will be put into formaldehyde and 
glycerin to preserve-, and when Klein 
comes back to the United States they 
will be named by botanists. A va- 
riety of orchid thrives on the island 
which, if ever brought to the United 
States, would, it is believed, be one of 
the most valuable flowers in the world. 
Even the orchids that have been found 
ia explorations in Borneo do not com- 
pare in the matter of colors to the Ker- 
guelen beauty. 


The only difficulty in getting au- 


thentic information from the place has 
been the fact that no sailing vessels 
or -steamships pass anywhere near 
Kerguelen island and the cost of char- 
tering a ship might not be repaid by 
the results, as it involves considerable 
risk. 
The officials of the museum 


heard about the whaler which leaves 
in September, and a bargain was 
struck lo take young Klein on the next 
voyage. 
Klein was picked out be- 


cause he was one of the healthiest men 
in the employ of the museum and one 
of the most enthusiastic. 
He has 


shown considerable talent in his work 
and has been in the employ of the mu- 
seum for more than four years. 


Although apparently satisfied •with 


emulating the life of the hero of De- 
foe's book, youug Klein takes the idea 
of the voyage iu the most serious way. 
He has already prepared for the long 
journey by purchasing many books, 
which he will study oa the tedious 
trip and which will help him iu tbe 
scientific research in that remote part 
of the world. 


One thing made him start, and that 


was the possibility of the sailing ves- 
sel beinn wrecked after he had l>een 
left on that spot, far away from every- 
where, w-bich inigfit mean his remain- 
ing far longer than he wished on Ker- 
jruelen island. But this fact did not 
lessen his enthusiasm, although it was 
poinlt-d out to Klein that he aiisrht 
coui«» far nearer to living the life of a 
HoiiiiiS'in Onit-oe than he dreanjed of

strain by Burbank, is an enlargement' 
of the regular cultivated'poppy which 
is commonly grown in California gar- 
dens. It is larger and more beautiful 
than anything that has ever been of- 
fered, and the colors particularly are 
blended in a new manner. The Cali- 
fornia wind poppy is another variety 
of the common cultivated poppy, dif- 
fering slightly from the Shirley poppy. 


The Heudhera christata is a new fo- 


liage plant, which is considered by 
Burbank one of the most wonderful of 
his ' creations. It has large leaves of 
peculiar shape and brilliancy and is 
one of the most striking foliage plants 
known. 


The Patagonia vegetable squash is a 


variety of garden vegetable which has 
been imported from Chile by Burbank 
and greatly improved. It is an apple 
shaped squash, very sweet to the taste 
and is expected to be a favorite garden 
squash.

FLOOD "ATlOHNSTQWN 


Caused by a Cloudburst, Resulting In 


Considerable Damage. 


Johnstown, Pa., Aug. 20.—An unpre- 


cedented rainstorm here that resem- 
bled a cloudburst flooded Moxham, 
the fashionable residence section of 
the city, and caused thousands of dol- 
lars' damage. Streetcar 
traffic was" 


tied up two hours. 
Many of the 


streets were two to three feet deep 
with water, and the Conemaugh river 
and Stony creek rose rapidly. 
The 


business section of the city is some 
distance from the flooded section and 
was safe from damage. 


Hundreds of outbuildings, barns 


and bridges were carried away. Por- 
tions of the Johnstown passenger rail- 
way company tracks 'were covered 
three to four feet with debris. One 
car was swept from Us tracks by a 
sudden swirl of water from the moun- 
tainside, and in less than two minutes 
the water reached a foot above the 
car floor. Hundreds of wagons loaded 
•wUh fruit and vegetables from tbe 
neighboring gardens 
lay along the 


roads, while the contents are scat- 
tered promiscuously along the valley 
pike in the hill and slope section. 
For a time this road was under five 
feet of water.

a man who is said to be a German

Chief Sheridan from Columbus gave a 
description of the man ana asked that 
he be taken into custody. His name 
was not known to the police. The .fol- 
lowing from Columbus tells of the as- 
sault: 


Columbus, O., Aug. 20,—Staggering 


to a patrol wagon because of weakness 
due to excessive flow of blood from 
four severe knife wounds in his head 
and arms, sustained in a fight, Eugene 
Fox, a brass molder, was taken from 
his boarding house at 40 East Mound 
street, to the St. Francis hospital nt 3 
o'clock Sunday night. 
His condition 


is serious. His physicians are as yet 
unable to determine tae outcome. 


His assailant is said to be a tailor, 


whose home is in Newark. The cut- 
ting took place in front 
of Edward 


Kull's saloon, at 79 East Mound street, 
at 7:30 o'clock as the result of an ar- 
gument on unionism. 


But for the timely intervention of 


his friend, John Spellacy, who jerked 
his assailant from off his back, Fox 
would probably have been fatally hurt, 
as the one who wielded the weapon 
acted like a madman. 


Fox sustained a cut in his left arm 


at the shoulder which, extended 
to 


the bone and was three inches long. 
He was cut across the top of Ms left 
eye and on( the top of his head. A 
thrust of the knife made the most ser- 
ious wound in the right'arm just'be- 
low the elbow. 


He was assisted to his room and Dr. 


Edward Herbst temporarily dressed 
his injuries before the arrival of the 
police to transfer him to the hospital.

Japan Can Be Prevented Duly by a 
Great Pacific Fleet. 


Warships of 25,000 tons displacement 


instead of 20,000 and plenty of them 
are what the American navy needs, 
according to Captain fiichmond Pear- 
son Hobson, formerly of the United 
States navy, who is assured of election 
to congress from the Sixth Alabama 
district to succeed John Hollis Bank- 
head. 


Captain Hobson in an interview at 


Washington discussed many phases of 
the naval problem of the United States, 
says the New York Globe. He declared 
a greater navy aloue would prevent a 
clash between America and Japan, and 
as an exponent of the greater navy 
Hobson intends to do all the hard 
work possible when he gets to con- 
gress. He believes in the big battle- 
ship both as a fighting machine and a 
peace preservative. 


"I am in favor of buUding a warship 


of the Dreadnought type," he said. 
"Only I would go further. I would 
build battleships of 25,000 tons instead 
of 20,000, and I would build three of 
them a year. Moreover, I would equip 
them each with four tbirteen-inch guns 
and twelve twelve-inch. The twelve 
inch gun has to be handled by machin- 
ery, and it is just as easy to handle a 
thirteen inch. It has been the Ameri- 
can naval practice from the beginning 
t6 just outclass the foreign ships, to be 
one class better in guns and speed. 
This practice should be continued." 


The increased expense would not, be 


burdensome, Captain Hobson main- 
tains, and, besides, it would be econ- 
omy in the long rnn. A formidable 
American navy, he holds, is'the best 
possible guarantee of the peace of the 
United States and the world. He "is 
getting his Chautauqua audiences to 
adopt resolutions to be sent to repre- 
sentatives and senators advocating not 
only a progressive riavai programme, 
but general treaties of arbitration and 
a permanent international congress to 
assemble periodically. A great number 
of these resolutions have reached mem- 
bers of the.house and senate. 


Eegarding the proposal of the Italian 


warship designer Cuniberti to plan a 
battleship that will far outstrip the 
Dreadnought, Captain Hobson does not 
believe the Italian government can af- 
ford to build such a monster. Still he 
thinks there is no reason why the Unit- 
ed States should not far excel the Cu- 
niberti proposal. H«f believes in sub- 
marines and torp«do craft as- auxilia- 
ries, but declares it is on--the big bat- 
tleship, whose military weight in- 
creases with its volume, that reliance 
must be placed when it comes to a 
contest for control of the sea. 


Whether the United States and Ja- 


pan clash depends, in ' Captain Hob- 
~Son's opinion, on just one thing—wheth- 
er America maintains naval' .superior-

This, how- 
ever, was not learned until Ward ha'i 
been released. If he was a second- 
termer he could, not be paroled and 
should have known it. Ward, how- 
ever, insisted that he had served only 
the one term prior to 
the 
one for 


which he is now serving as a paroled 
prisoner and said that he knew this 
did not count against him because h1 


had been pardoned. 


The warden then told Ward that he 


could not hold him prisoner because 
he had no proof of the alleged previ- 
ous term served by him. "You are 
free to go," he said, "but you must re- 
port to me each week hereafter until 
we find out whether vou are telling the 
truth or not. In the meantime you 
will not be losing time while you are 
outside, and if we bring you back your 
sentence will continue just the same 
as if vou had been inside." The war- 
den was very much impressed with 
the honesty of the old colored man 
who has already served over 11 years 
of his sentence and has only about a 
year-more to serve anyway on his short 
time sentence for good behavior. As 
to whether the convict knew what was 
up or not, the warden was not sure. 


After being impressed with the fact 


that it would cost him seven vears of 
imprisonment if he violated the pa- 
role, because he would then be com- 
pelled to serve out the full twenty- 
year sentence, Ward was told that he 
could go and walk out of the prison 
a free man again. A load had been 
lifted from his mind. And the best 
part of it was that the penitential 
officials had always been so impressed 
with the honesty of the notorious col- 
ored man that they had expected he 
would do the very thing he did 


Some feeling had been evinced in the 


prison pmong the convicts, who felt 
that there were better prisoners to re- 
lease than the second-termers. Every 
prisoner in the penitentiary had heard 
of his return, Saturday night.

Ward was bound over to the 
grand jury in the sum of $2,000, and 
in default of bond was remanded to 
the county 1ail. At the June term of 
the common pleas court in 1895, he was 
tried, convicted and sentenced to the 
penitentiary for a terra of twenty 
years. He was defended by the late 
C. D. Barrows, who filed several plead- 
ings to the indictment, all of which 
were overruled or quashed. The court 
records do not show that he was ever 
sent to the penitentiary
